Each recent announcem ent of subm arine sinking s has included 
at least one ship from the enem y’s fig hting fleet, indicating that 
the J apanese are attem pting unsuccessfully to combat the daring 
Am erican subm arine crew s who have been cutting off supplies 
to cnem v garrisfms in the Pacific area. 
Included aLo in the latest bag w ere three tankers, vitally 
needed by the J apanese to k‘- p their planes and ships supplied 
w ith fuel at far-flung garrisons, three cargo transport ships and 
seven cargo carrying vessels.

■ xl able integrity of horse-racing has receiv ed 
Its toughest blow in the reinstatem ent by the 
Jock ey Club of Don Meade. 
No other rider in the history of the tu rf has 
been 
p e r m it t e d to get away w ith the things 
charged against him. 
B etter riders than he hav e been perm anently 
bani.shed for less. 
W hen the Jock ey Club ruled yesterday that 
he could return to the saddle im m ediately, they 
condoned v irtually ev erything that a rìder pos­ 
sibly could do in v iolation of the rules. 
When I say that better riders hav e been 
set down for less, I’m tak ing nothing aw ay from 
Meade as a handler of horses. 
Few in the game 
today can m atch his riding sk ill, but it m ight 
be recalled that Tod Sloan once was set down 
for betting on his own mounts w ithout doing it 
through his owner. 
Meade once was ruled off, 
not for betting on his own m ounts, but for bet­ 
ting against them. 


f . o t i i f T i m i » S u n p en d ed , 
T hat seemed 
to end his career. 
He was 
grounded from 193fi, w hen his w ires w ere tapped 
in Florida, until 19 38 . 


Then he w-as reinstated and next charged 
w ith collusion w hen he shouted to Herb Lind- 
berg, riding a horse coupled with M eade's m ount, 
to tak e out another horse so Meade could get 
through. 
A patrol judge w atched and heard 
this by-play, reported it and caused M eade’s 
second long suspension—the one just lifted. 
In the m eantim e, Meade has been galloping 
horses in the m orning to k eep in shape and w ait­ 
ing for that day w hen finally all would be for­ 
giv en again. 
He seems to operate on the principle that 
you should do anything you can get away with. 
He is dead game, a trem endously able natural 
rider and a cool cucum ber all-around. 
Also, he 
is luck y. Not one in a hundred would be able 
to k eep operating in the face of the raps lev elled 
a t him.

Meade won, was slightly reprim anded and 
told to sin no m ore, an adm onition w hich he has 
failed to observ e through subsequent years. 
No one w ho k nows anything about it (^n 
hav e the v aguest Illusions about horse-raring. It 
has done nothing to discourage the belief that 
it is crook ed. 
This belief is held by the man in the street 
who would lik e to think different and prov es it 
by helping to break attendance and 
betting 
records. Yet, the reinstatem ent of Meade mak es 
it look as though the rid er—the one guy who 
can gov ern w hat happens to that bet between 
flag-fall and finish—will be priv ileged w ith get­ 
ting aw ay w ith any and all rule v iolations. 
W ith justification, the man in the street 
undoubtedly w onders why.
